President Eisenhower's inaugural address will 
not rank with those of Jefferson, Lincoln or 
Wilson, but it has its own sound qualities that 
strongly commend it to the country, and al- 
ly to the Republican Congress whose election 
the new executive appealed for in the 1952 
campaign, 

To see and hear the new President on tele- 
vision and radio, as many millions of citizens 
did, was to share his feelings of gravity for 
the historic occasion. The personally prepared 
prayer with which he prefaced the address, his 
frequent references to “Almighty God,” “God's 
guidance,” “gifts of the Creator” and “the 
faith of our fathers”—these all served to em- 
phasize the seriousness in his mind of his own 
questions:

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How Wonderful Is a Pencil! 


Writers never should subscribe to that capsule 
of falsehood which holds that one picture is 
worth a thousand words, That is a heresy of 
self-seekiag ignorance which was hatched in the 
darkroom of some unspeakable tabloid. Like 
the photographer’s film, it cannot stand the pure 
sunlight of truth. 


But let it not be hastily assumed that we are 
against pictures, good pictures. If ever we had 
harbored 60 unnatural an inelinatlon, it would 
have been banished by one visit to the City Art 
Museum and its current show of French draw- 
ings. They are superb, and especially worth 
commendation at a time when drawing is some- 
what in eclipse in the art world. 

Maybe Daumier’s little drawing of the errant 
Spanish knight and hig tubby squire is not quite 
$0 moving an obituary of chivalry as Cervantcs’ 
story of Don Quixote, but by its own means it 
finds as lasting a place in a man's Memory. And 
when did so little get so much On paper as in 
those Péussin landscape sketches?

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Senator Pentland’s Bill 


Among the many measures tumbling into the 
hopper at Jefferson City, one that deserves the 
serious consideration of both houses is the fair 
employment practices bill proposed by Senator 
Robert Pentland of St. Louis. 

The Senator is a Democrat, but Republicans 
should have an interest In his measure because 
their state platform last year promised enact- 
ment of such a law. Gov. Donnelly in his inaugu- 
ral address recommended legislation “placing 
the right of employment of citizens on the 
basis of their individual qualificatiogs alone.” 

Senator Pentland’s bill is modeled on the New 
York state law, which has been in operation 
since 1945 and has served as the pattern for most 
of the 10 other state fait employment laws now 
in force. It would set up 4 commission to in- 
vestigate complaints of racial or religious dis- 
crimination, with power to issue ceéeaséand- 
desist orders subject to court review. 

Much would, of course, depend upon the com- 
mission—upon the caliber of its personnel, and 
how it approached the delicate task with which it 
was charged. Experience in New York, Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts and other states shows 
that it is possible to get conscientious service 
in this field. In all of these states it has been 
necessary to resort to the courts for enforce- 
ment of an anti-discrimigation order only once. 
Surely this suggests that the state commissions 
have conducted themselves with fairness and 
reasonableness. 


In his inaugural address, President Eisen- 
hower summoned Americans to a renewal of 
their faith—a faith Which warns, he said, “that 
any man who seeks to deny equality in all his 
brothers betrays the spirit of the free and in- 
vites the mockery of the tyrant.” a 

In the application of this principle to equality 
in employment, the President has urged that the 
initiative be taken by the states. This is why 
a strong obligation rests on the Missouri Leg- 
islature to give an earnest hearing to the 
Pentlafid bill. :

The St. Louis area wasted more than a month 
in working toward a metropolitan transit plan, 
because of an injunction suit in St. Louis 
county. This suit has now been throwfi out of 
court. , 


Petitions for a board of freeholders, who 
would plan a metropolitan transit authority, 
were eireulated last summer, The city named its 
nine freeholders nearly a month ago. But just 
as the county was preparing to act, a suit was 
filed challenging the petitions. 

Circuit Judge Raymond E. LaDriere has now 
dismissed this suit. Apparently his action clears 
the way tor the county Eléction Board to certify 
the petitions. Then the county circuit judges, 
probate judge ang County Council members 
must name nine freeholders. Gov. Donnelly must 
appoint a nineteenth from outside both city and 
county. 

These appointments should be made with de- 
liberation. The task of the freeholders callg for 
a distinguished board, For the freeholders will 
have to offer the city and county voters a 
sound plan for metropolitan transit ownership. 
Millions of dollars and the future of mass 
transportation are involved. 

A metropolitan transit authority would rep- 
resent the county as well us the city.

History will probably record that Harry Truman guided nation 
through difficult years with some mistakes but often with wisdom 
to be remembered, says newspaper which opposed his re-election;

Mr. Truman stepped into the presidency 
on a dark April evening nearly eight years 
ago, a stunned and apprehensive man. He 
steps out of it much more confident, much 
more mature, but still, if one judges by his 
late interviews and speeches, anxious about 
his place in history. 

He need not worry much. Whatever may 
have been his mistakes he has guided the 
nation through tremendous years, some- 
times uncertainly, often with a. wisdom 
that will be remem 

In passing any sort of judgment on Mr. 
Truman’s Administration one should begin 
by remembéring that 
he was not trained 
for the awe-inspiring 
job that eatme his 
way. He had to learn 
the task — in some 
ways the heaviest in 
all the world—from 
the ground up.

Mr. Truman d equal courage in 
1950 when. he ew the whole weight of 
American power behind the United Na- 
tions resistance to aggresston in Korea, At 
those supreme moments Harry S. Truman 
had the moral courage that is perhaps even 
rarer than that type of valor that leads 
a man to advance under fire. 


He realized, nevertheless, that peace is 
not preserved by desperate last-minute de- 
cisions but must be planned for. Thus he 
picked up the Charter of the United Na- 
— where it had fallen from Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's stilled hands. He went to Pots- 


dam in the hope, too soon lost, that Stalin's 


Russia might be willing to give and take 
to preserve the peace. 


He saw the threat to Greece and Turkey 
two years later and laid down the doctrine 
that we would not see our friends cut down 
without making some move to help them. 
He broadened this concept in the Marshall 
plan, in the North Atlantic Treaty and in 
the aid given Western Europe in its at- 
tempt, not yet completed, to make its 
boundaries defensible. 

He announced the inspiring program of 
aid to underdeveloped countries now 
known as “Point Four,” or technical aid. 
He aceepted and urged upon the United 
Nations a program for the atomic age un- 
der which this country would have shared 
its secrets and its weapons in the interest 
of international peace and security. g

would be a fine thing if every widow of mature years 
could read my file of letters which treat on the subject, 
“Independence for the Elderly.” This file is filled with the 

record of woe that befalls mothers who give up their homes 

(when they don’t have to) and move in with their children. 

The letters are from both children and parents. Among them 

is one from Mrs. J., who writes: 

“I think the advice you have given several times, that 
aged parents should live their own lives as long as possible, 
is very important, and if it were followed oftener, there would 
be a lot less friction in family life. My mother is a good illus- 
tration. When she was left a widow some years ago she had a 
home and enough resources, financially, to keep going com- 
fortably, and I urged her strongly to stay there. Various other 
members of the family denounced me for this, saying that 
I wouldn't lift a hand to help my own mother in her hour 
of need, and so on, and they agreed, and finally made her 
agree, that she should give up her home and move in with 
a married son.

“HIS WIFE WASN’T enthusiastic but it was embarrassing 
for her to refuse. Things have gone from bad to worse until 
mother will soon have to move out and go into her own home. 
There will be hard feelings all around, but they could have 
been avoided if she had stayed put in the first place. She 
is a fine woman, but sometimes no home is big enough for 
two generations, and she simply gets in her daughter-in-law’s 
hair. I have been trying to smooth things over and get them 
straightened out. When I asked her why she moved in with 
her son and his wife in the first place, she said she did it 
merely to save money, although she knew it would be un- 
comfortable. 

“She is actually well-fixed, but she has become so miserly 
that it is pitiful.

She needs to be persuaded that she has made a mistake 
in sacrificing her independence and that she would be much 
happier if she returned to her own (and perhaps virtually 
life-long) circle of friends for her closest associates. Also, 
she needs to be encouraged to keep herself busy at some 
useful tasks, such as community service offers. Failure to do 
these things was her first mistake; now, the job is to re- 
pair it for the sake of her happiness and contentment. My 
reading list called “The Single Woman” suggests some help- 
ful books for her and it is yours for a stamped, self-addressed 
envelope.
